Towards the laſt of that month, it pleaſed God to viſit 


my poor foul with fome ſenſe of my own vileneſs and ſhort 


comings, and how little I had done for God and the good 
of fouls. At this time I think I had a glimpſe of the infi- 
nite character of Tchovah, which made me ſhrink into noth- 
ing in my own. eſteem ; then, to my aſtoniſhment, my ſoul 


was ſtrangely drawn forth, at particular times, in ſecret 


prayer, for the ſalvation of ſinners. Repeated exerciſes of 
this kind gave me a ſtrong confidence, that the Lord. would 
foon work falvation in this place. There were, however, 
no favourable fymptoms among the people until the month- 
of July; then a young woman, who had been converted 
fome years before, was ſtirred up, and came forward in bap- 
tiſm.

In Auguſt, four perſons more were baptized. In Septem- 
ber, I baptized ſeventeen. Many were awakened by the ſo- 
lemnity of this ordinance. {Indeed I think there was no 
one mean more bleſſed for the conviction of ſinners, through 
the whole courſe of this work, than the adminiſtration of 
baptiſm.) But to return ; we as yet held our church con- 
ferences, to hear the relations of candidates, but once a 
month. At the cloſe of October, we were obliged to attend 
two days, and then were not able to hear all that wiſhed to 
relate. The next Lord's-day was a ſevere ſtorm; baptiſm 
was omitted: The church attended two days of that week 
alſo, to hear the young converts declare what the Lord had 
done for them. I was then under the neceſſity to call for 


: affiftance in adminiſtering baptiſm. Accordingly, brother 


Samuel Rogers attended the next Sabbath, and we baptized 
46 that day. We then found it neceſſary to hold our 


church conferences to hear relations once a week. The 
next Sabbath 1 baptized 21 ; the next 16 ; the next 133 
the next 9; and there have been but a few weeks ſince, that 
1 baxe not been called to the precious work of baptizing.

The thip ſtruck upon a coral reefFact 
which cauſed ſerious apprehenſions; but ſhe was got off with e 
out any injury,” as they then ſuppoſed, though the bottom
